Recently Governor Hall appointed a 


State-Wide Publicity Commission, which 
pids fair to be one of the most important 
commissions ever formed in the State of 
The object of this commission 


Louisian: 
is to consistently advertise to the world 
the great resources of the entire State. 
The commission has been so appointed as 
to have a member from each section of 
the State, so that there will be no par- 
tiality shown in exploitation, it being the 
slogan of the commission to advertise each 
parish impartially, and showing special 


none. The commission is com 


favors 
posed of Hon. J. T. Bryant of Monroe, 
member of the Legislature; Dr. A. J. Per- 
kins of Lake Charles, a large grower of 
oranges and an enthusiastic agriculturist ; 
A. R. Parracks of Baton Rouge, secre- 
tary of the Baton Rouge Board of Trade; 
J. S. West, a capitalist of Hammond, La., 
and Charles H. Willard of the firm of 
Willard & Eiseman, New Orleans. 

The commission was organized Friday, 
February 14, at the Grunewald Hotel, 
with Governor Hall present and all the 
members of the commission. Charles H. 
Willard was appointed chairman; J. T. 
Bryan of Monroe, vice-chairman; J. S. 
West, treasurer, and A. R. Barracks, 
secretary-manager. It was decided that 
two more commissioners should be ap- 
pointed from the cities of Alexandria and 
Shreveport, and it is expected the Gov- 
ernor will make these appointments at an 
early date. The preliminary work of the 
commission will consist of educating citi- 
zens of Louisiana to the great need of 
funds to carry on this work of publicity. 

“What we want to do now,” said Mr. 
Willard in an interview, “is to raise by 


5 
public subseription throughout the State 


the necessary funds to carry on’ this cam- 
paign of education of our own people. We 
want every member of the Legislature to 
undersiand and appreciate how important 
it is for the State to appropriate a cer- 
tain sum of money every year for a num- 
ber of years to be used in special exhibits 
of our products at the different State 
fairs, land shows, ete. We propose to 
have competent lecturers make regular 
trips throughout the United States, mak- 
ing it their business to come in contact 
with the farmers, and to tell them, with 
the help of moving pictures, the wonders 
of Louisiana. We want a permanent in- 
formation bureau in all the large cities of 
the United States, thoroughly equipped 
with full information of statistics regard- 
ing resources, our products, our fertile 
lands, our soil, and, above all, the splen- 
did health conditions we enjoy. 

“We believe that if an appropriation is 
made by the State, of, say, $50,000 a year, 
covering a period of five years, we can 
exploit the State of Louisiana in such a 
thorough manner that farmers will come 
flocking to this State in such numbers 
that it will be impossible to supply the de- 
mand. The thousands of acres of land 
that 


‘an be purchased at this time at a 
comparatively low figure will enhance in 
value by leaps and bounds. 

“The next meeting of the commission 
wi be held in Alexandria in March. 
the commission has aroused a great deal 
of enthusiasm in its scheme, and it is 
hoped that by the time the next meeting 
is held at least $5000 will be raised for 
\ue preliminary fund. It is also proposed 
to equip live exhibits in each of the im- 
portant cities of our own State. Thou- 


sands of people come every year to such 


Baton Rouge, Lake Charles and New Or- 
leans, who know absoluteiy nothing about 
the resources of the State. If a placard 
in the different hotels announced the fact 
that there is an exhibit in the city, well 
equipped with all kinds of information re- 
garding the State’s resources, and show- 
ing by actual demonstration the green 
stuff that is raised the year round through- 
out the State, it will prove to be a great 
education to these people who only come 
to our State for pleasure, and will set 
them to talking of what they have seen 
in the State during their visit. 

“No better advertising could be had 
than to open the eyes of the casual visitor 
as to the fertility of our soil, our balmy 
climate and splendid health conditions. 
They will tell their friends and neighbors 
when they go home, and an endless chain 
of publicity will be started in this way. 

“The commission will meet every 
month in some city in the State, it being 
the intention to visit every parish and 
personally appear before all of the police 
juries.”

The Birmingham Iron Market. 
[Special Cor. Manufacturers Record. ] 
Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 24. 

The heavy rate of production at the 
various local industries continues with 
out interruption, and records in the sev- 
‘ral departments are being established 
frequently. For the forwardings, the ear 
supply is decidedly more satisfacory than 
at any time for some months past, and 
Jabor conditions have improved. The 
cost of labor has been increased in sey- 
eral cases, with advances being asked in 
other quarters, but it is generally believed 
that such matters will be adjusted to the 
satisfaction of all parties concerned, and 
with general trade conditions unchanged 
it is reasonably certain that the showing 
made by all operations for the first half 
of the year will be exceptionally good. 
Just at this time the volume of new busi 
ness being placed is hardly equal to ex 
pectations. With the lack of buying in 
the pig-iron market, the demand for foun 
dry castings, cast-iron pipe, stoves and 
agricultural implements is affected more 
or less, owing to the hesitancy in the mat 
ter of price; yet the producers of such 
material have a very satisfactory volume 
of unfilled orders, and in the majority 
of cases are without stock accumulations. 
‘The production has not been curtailed in 
any direction, as is indicated by the raw 
material receipts, and the conservative 
course being followed in the matter of 
providing additional raw material is a 
natural result after the rapid improvement 
in the demand and repeated advance in 
prices that has been experienced in the 
past few months. The same conditions 
exist in other industries than those men 
tioned, although all are not traced directly 
to the condition of the pig-iron market. 
The pig-iron market in detail is in a very 
unsatisfactory condition. Very little addi 
tional tonnage is being entered on order 
books, and despite the continued heavy 
rute of shipment stocks on furnace yards 
gradually increase. 

The exact status of prices is not detin- 
itely known, owing to the lack of a de 
mand. For such tonnage as is being sold, 
a basis of $13.25 to $13.75 per ton at 
Birmingham for No. 2 foundry is being
